He attained the rank of rear 
admiral in 1946, when he was 
designated deputy and assist- 
ant chief'*^ the Bureau of Medi- 
V cine and Surgery by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

Late in 1950 he was nominated 
at Surgeon General of the Navy 
President Trumbn, and his ap- 
pointment was confirmed by Con- 
gress in January, 1951.'

Who's Who? 


• EACH YEIAR the University seiects a certain number of 
students for representation in "Who's Who in American Coi- 
leges and Universities." The number to be selected is deter- 
mined on the basis of total school enrollment 

.Who’s Who was conceived 23 years ago to fill the "need” 
of "creating one national basis of recognition for college stu- 
dent^.” It may he argued by some that such a need never has 
existed ahd does not now exist 

At this University, the Student Life Committee decides 
who shall be our student leaders after receipt of petitiems filed 
by hopeful candidates. 

LMt year the University was astdgned a quota of 33. But 
it was decided that .33 would not be enough so a petition was 
made for a 34th place. Our petition was accepted and we had 
34 leaders — no more, no less. 

The HATCHET feels that there are several things lacking 
in our sel< ction of Who’s Who representatives. 

The basis for determining the quota is faulty. Our total 
enrollment is high, but the number of students who actively 
participate in activities Is not high. It seems that, for the Uni- 
versity, the quota should not be determined on total enrollment 
but rather on the number of full-time day students, the stu- 
dents who contribute the most to activities. 

When the quota has been determined, there is a feeling 
on the part hf thd Student Life' Committee that all the places 
must be filled. But ^hat if there aren’t enough students who 
are deserving? Will the places be filled with students who 
have done nothing outstanding? That Is what happened In 
past years. 

When students who aren’t deserving are selected for 
Who’s Who it immediately detracts from the honor that 
should be accoitied to the deseiving leaders. It makes Who’s 
Who more of a Joke than an honor. 

If the University is going to select students 'for Who’s 
Who, we suggest that the students selected be students who 
merit selection. If our quota isn’t filled, it won’t make any 
difference. The students will know that their leaders, and only 
their leaders, have been recognixed and Who’s Who on this 
campus will cease to be a farce and start to be an homnr.

Looney Throws Two TD Posses < 
In Buff s 2X>-2(> Tie with Boston;

• THE COLONlAtS put on thrir best and, at the same time, worst offensive show at th* 
season Saturday night as Boston University came from behind to tie the Buff, 30-20, in Boston. 

Witlf Ray Looney pitching touchdown passes to ends Bill Berry and Paul Thompson, and 
Mike Sommer running like the Sommer of old, G. W. had its best offensive punch of the sea- 
son, outgaining Boston 267 yards to 215, and racking up 17 first downs to only nine for the 
Tei^n. But on the debit side, 
the Buff knt four Jumbles, 
had three jpasses intercepted, 
and messed up on a punt at- 
tempt which led to the tying 

Boston JMichdown. 

In fact, a Colonial fumble re- 
sulted In a B. U. score right off 
the bat. G. W. fumbled on its own 
43 the first time they hsd the 
ball, and Larry Fennessey streaked 
40 yards down the sidelines on 
second down to put Boston ahead 
with only a few minutes gone of 
the first quarter. 

_ The Colonials sthl looked like a 
good bet early In the fourth quar- 
ter, being ahead 20-13 and having 
sUa>ped B. U. cold in the second 
half, when Pete Spera went back 
in punt formation with the ball on 
the G. W. 2S-yard line. The turn- 
ing point of the game occurred 
when Marlon Hoar sent the baU 
sailing over Spera's head, with 
Pete retrieving the ball in the end 
Tone and running it out to his 29. 

I Boston took over and In alx plays 
had the game all tied at 20-20. 

After Boston jumped to Its quick 
6-0 lead, G. W. took the ensuing 
. kickoff and marched 66 yards to 
go ahead, 7-6. Sommer gave an 
I indication of what was to come 


on the Buff 21-yard line. On sec- 
ond doML^il O'Connell eluded a 
swarm W®,would-be tacklers and 
hit lAny Feimessey in the end 
zone for a'TD with only a second 
to go in*tbe first half. 

Looney took the second half 
kickoff back to his 35 and pro- 
ceeded to lead the Buff 65 yacdg. 
for a TD. Sommer dashed for ski 
and Austin picked up four to the 
45 and a first down. With fou^ 
and one to go on the B. U. 46, Aot:;; 
tin crashed three yards for tha 
necessary yardage. After two line 
plays, Looney passed to Tbampaon 
for 12 yards to the 25. G. W. wffl 
rolling as Claypool hlV for four 
and Austin blasted through the 
Terrier line for 14 yards to the 
seven. Sommer charged for three, 
more, but Austin was held for no 
gain. On third down Lotmey threw 
a four-yard pass to Thompson for 
the touchdown. 

The Colonials stopped Boston 
cold Id the second half and ap- 
peared to be heading for th^ 
fourth consecutive victory. Noth- 
ing seemed out of tha ordinary 
when Spera went back to punt on 
fourth down, but the poor snap 
from center led to a Terrier touch- 
down.
